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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicants have amended claim 1 to require that the particulate filler is precipitated 
silica that is pre-treated with coupling agent selected from a group of claim 1. The coupling 
agents from the list in claim 1 are acrylate and chlorobased alkoxysilanes. Silane treated silica is 
then treated with initiator that is selected from butyl-lithium of tetramethyl ethylenediamine. 
The particulate filler is then incorporated in monomers listed in claim 1 . 

The prior art of record (WHITEHOUSE and DEVENPORT) disclosed similar process, 
where the particulate filler is carbon black or silica. The silane treating agent disclosed in the 
prior art of WHITEHOUSE and DEVENPORT is different from the agent required by the 
present claims. Further. In addition, the radical initiator is peroxide. 

Since the prior art of record does not teach the present invention, pending claims are 
passed to issue.
